V MTU D  67  ATES, 
crriain  Tribes  of  I  N  I)  I  A  N k 
Aorth  Weft  of  the  OHIO  Jltted and 
explained  from  official  and  authentic 
Documents,  and  publifbed  in  obedi 
ence  to  the  orders  r>f  the  Piefiaent 
of  the  United  States. 

ARrcurrcnce  10  the  Jour- 
'mis  of  the  United  S  ates 
in  Lorigrefs  affembled,  of  the 
early  tUges  of  the  late  war,  will 
evince  the  public  folicitude  to 
preserve  p^c;  wuh  the  Indian 
tubes,  arid  to  prevent  their  en- 
gaging in  a  con  a  It  wi  which 
tney  -vere  in  no  wile  interefftd. 

fiut  although  partial  treaties 
or  conventions  wrre  formed 
with  fome  of  the  northern  and 
weftern  tribes,  in  the  year  i775 
iF76i  >et  thofe  treaties  weie 
too  feeble  to  refift  the  powerful 
impulfes  of  a  contrary  nature, 
anhng  from  a  combination  of 
drcumftances  at  that  time  ;  and 
oidingly  ail  the  various  In- 
dun  nations  (theOneidas,  Tuf- 
carorab,  and  a  few  individuals 
oi'  the  Delaware*  excepted)  ly- 
ing on  our  frontiers,  from  Geor- 
gia ;o  Canada,  armed  againlf  us. 
1  It  is  yet  ^00  recent  to  have 
bec.i  forgotten,  that  great  num- 
bers ot  inoffenfn-e  men,  women 
and  children,  fell  a  faaahce  to 
tile  baroarous  warfare  practited 
by  the  Indians,  and  that  many 
other*  were  dragged  into  a  de- 
plorable capimty. 

Notwithstanding  that  thefe 
aggrelfions  were  entirely  unpro- 
voked, yet  as  loon  as  the  war 
ceaied  with  Great-Britain,  the 
United  States,  inftead  of  indu  1- 


gi-'ganyrcfentmentsagainft  the 
Ihdrannationg,  fought  only  how 
to  eltablifh  a  liberal  peace  with 
all  the  tribes  throughout  their 
limits. 

F^riv  meafures  were  accord- 
ing y  taken  for  this  purpofe.  A 
treaty  was  held,  and  a  peace 
concluded,  in  the  year  1784 
with  the  hoflilc  part  of  the  north- 
ern Indians,  or  fix  Nations,  at 
lvort  Sianwix. 

In  lanuary  1785,  another  trea- 
ty was  formed  with  part  of  the 
weftern  tribes,  at  fort  M'intofh, 
on  the  Ohio  j  to  wir,  with  the 
Wyandots,  Delawares,  Ottowas 
arnl  Chippcwas. 

Ojnng  the  fame  year,  trea- 
ties were  formed  at  Hopewell 
on  the  K-owee,  with  all  the 
powerful  tubes  of  the  fouth,  ex- 
cepting the  Creeks;  to  wit,  the 
C  icrokee.*,  the  Chudaws  and 
Chickafawa, 

In  January  i786,  a  treaty  was 
formed  with  the  sbawanete,  at 
the  confluence  of  t'.ie  Grcat 
Miami  with  the  ohio. 

It  was  not  long  before  cer- 
tain turbulent  and  malignant 
characters,  refiding  among  fome 
of  the  northern  and  weftern 
tribes  which  had  formed  the 
treaties  of  fort  S[anwix  and  fort 
M  Intofh,  excited  uneafinefsand 
complaints againff  thofe  treaties, 
la  conlequenceof  reprefentati- 
onsupon  this  fubjedr,  on  the 
fifth  of  Odtober  1787,  Congrcfa 
direded,  »*  That  a  general  trea- 
ty fliou'd  be  held  with  the  tribes 
of  I  ^dians  within  the  limits  of 
the  United  S  arr,,  inhabiting  the 
country  north-weft  of  the  Ohio 
and  about  Lake  Erie,  as  foon  af- 
ter the  firft  of  April  next  as  con- 
veniently might  be,  and  at 
fuch  place  and  at  fuch  particu- 
lar time  as  the  governor  of  the 
Weftern  Territory  mould  ap- 
point, for  the  purpofe  of  know- 
ing ihe  caufes  of  uneafinefs  a- 
mong  the  faid  tribes,  and  hear- 
ing their  complaints  i  of  regula- 
ting trade,  and  amicably  fettling 
all  affairs  concerning  lands  and 
boundaries  between  them  and 
the  United  ftates. 

On  the  2  J  day  of  July,  i78g; 
t-ongrefs  appropriated  41  the 
fum  of  twenty  thoufand  dollars, 
in  addition  to  fourteen  |ihoufand 
dollars  before  appropriated,  for 
defraying  the  expences  of  the 
treaties  which  had  been  ordered 
•r  might  be  oideied  to  be  held  in 


iheh  f>refent  year  with  the  feve- 
Tal  Indian  tribes  in  the  northern 
department,  and  for  extinguifli- 
ing  the  Indian  claims  ;  the  whole 
of  the  laid  twenty  thoufand  dol- 
lars, together  with  fir.  thoufartd 
dollars  of  the  faid  fourteen  thou- 
fand dollars,  to  be  applied  fole  y 
to  tbc  purpofe  of  cxtinguifhing 
Indian  claims  to  the  lands  they 
had  already  ceded  to  the  United 
S:ates,  by  obtaining  regular  con- 
veyances for  the  fame,  and  for 
extending  a  purchafe  beyond  the 
limits  theretofore  nxea  by  trea- 
ty ;  but  that  no  part  of  the  faid 
iums  mould  be  applied  for  any 
pu'pofe  other  than  thofc  above 
fnentiorred." 

Accordingly  new  treaties  were 
held  at  Fort  Harmar  the  latter  part 
of  the  year  1788,  and  concluded 
on  the  9th  day  of  January,  1789, 
v  ith  a  reprefentation  of  all .  the  fix 
or  northern  nations,  the  Mohawks 
excepted— and  with  a  reprefentati- 
on of  the  following  tribes  to  wit: 
the  Wyandots,  Delawares,  Otawas, 
Chippawas,  Pattiwatamas  and  Sacs. 
— By  thefe  treaties,  nearly  the  fame 
boundaries  were  recognized  andefta- 
fclifhed  by  a  ftincpU  of  'purchafe t  as  had 
keen  ftipulated  by  the  former  treaties 
of  Fort  Stanwix  and  Fort  M'lniofh. 

Thus  careful  and  attentive  was 
the  Governmentof  the  United  States 
to  fettle  a  boundary  with  the  Indi- 
ans on  the  bafis.  of  fair  treaty,  to 
obviate  the  diflatisfa  ftions  which 
had  been  excited,  and  to  eftablifh 
its  claim  to  the  Jands  relinquished 
•n  the  principle  of  equitable  puri 
chafe. 

It  does  not  appear  tfJat  the  right 
of  the  northern  and  weft1  cm  Indians, 
who  formed  the  feveral  before  men- 
tioned treaties  to  the  lands  thereby 
relinquifhed  to  the  United  States, 
has  been  queftioned  by  any  other 
tribes ;  nor  does  it  appear  that  the 
prefent  war  has  been  occafioned 
by  any  difpute  relatively  to  the 
boundaries  eftablifhcd  by  the  faid 
treaties. 

But  on  the  contrary  it  appears* 
that  the  unprovoked  aggreffions  of 
Miami  and  Wabafh  Indians  upon 
Kentucky  and  other  parts  of  -the 
frontiers*  together  with  their  aflb- 
ciateSj  a  banditti,  formed  of  Shawa- 
f»efc  and  outcaft  Cherokees,  amoun- 
ting in  all  to  about  one  thoufand  two 
hundred  men,  arcfolely  the  caufes 
Of  the  war.  Hence  it  is  proper  that 
their  conduct  fhould  be  more  par- 
ticularly adverted  to. 

In  the  year  1784,  when  mefla- 

?<*  were  fent  to  the  Wyandots  and 
)elawares,  inviting  them  to  meet 
the  Commiffioners,  firft  at  Caya- 
hojea,  and  afterwards  at  Fort  M'in- 
tofti, their  neighbours  the  Miami 
Jndiant  were  alfo  included  in  the 
faid  invitation  j  but  they  did  not 
attend. 

In  the  year  1785  thefe  imhationt 
Hurt  repeated ;  but  the  meflengers 
upon  their  arrival  at  the  Miami 
village,  had*  their  horfes  ftolen,  were 
otherwife  treated  with  infolence, 
and  prevented  fulfilling  thtir  miffton. 

In  the  years  1787  and  1788, 
new  endeavours  were  ufed  to  bring 
thofe  Indians  to  treal ;  They  were 
urged  to  be  prefent  at  the  treaty  ap- 
pointed to  be  held' at  fort  Harmar  ; 
but  thefe  endeavours  proved  as  fruit- 
lels  as  ail  the  former. 

M  At  a  council  of  tl)e  tribes,  con- 
vened in  1788,  at  the  Miami  river, 
the  Miami  and  Wasash  Indians 
were  preflcd  to  repair  to  the  treaty 
with  great  earncftnefs  by  the  chiefs 
of  the  Wyandots  and  Dclavrares  : 
the  Wyandbt  chiefs  particularly 
prefented  them  with  a  large  belt  of 
wampum,  liolding  one  end  of  it 
themfdves  and  offering  the  other  to 
the  hoftile  Indians,  which  was  re- 
fdfed.  The  Wyandots  then  laid  it 
on  the  lhouldcrs  of  a  principal  chief 


recommending  to  him  to  be  it  peice 
with  the  Americans ;  but  without 
making  any  anfwer,  he  leaned  him- 
felf  and  let  it  fall  to  the  ground, 
this  fo  dffpleafed  the  Wyandot?,  that 
they  immediately  left  the  council 
houfe." 

In  the  mean  time  the  frontier 
fettlements  were  difquieted  by  fre- 
quent depredations  and  murderr, 
and  the  complaints  of  their  inhabi- 
tants, (as  might  be  expected)  cf 
the  pacafic  forbearance  of  the  go- 
vernment, were  load,  repeated,  and 
diftrelling — their  calls  for  protect- 
ion mediant — till  at  length  they 
appeared  determined  by  their  own 
efforts  to  endeavour  to  retaliate 
the  injuries  they  were  continually 
receiving,  and  which  had  become 
intolerable. 

In  this  ftate  of  things  it  was  in- 
difpenfible  for  the  Government  to 
make  fome  decifive  exertion  for  the 
peace  and  fecuriry  of  the  frontier. 

But  notwithstanding  the  ill  fuc- 
cefs  of  former  experiments,  and  the 
invincable  fpirit  of  animofity  which 
had  appeared  in  certain  tribes,  and 
which  was  of  a  nature  to  juftify  a 
perfuarjon  that  no  impreffion  could 
be  made  upon  them  by  pacific  ex- 
pedients, it  was  ftill  deemed  advifa- 
ble  to  make  one  more  cfTiy. 
Accordingly  in  Aprii  1790,  Antho- 
ny Gamelin,  an  inhabitant  of  Port 
Vincennes,  and  a  man  of  good 
character  was  difpatched  to  all  the 
tjibes  and  villages  of  the  Wabafh 
river,  and  to  the  Indians  of  the  Mi- 
ami village,  with  a  mcfLge  pur- 
porting, rhatthe  United  States  were 
defirous  of  eftablifhing  a  general 
peace  with  all  the  neighbouring 
tribes  df  Indians,  and  of  treating 
them  in  all  reflects  with  perfect 
humanity  and  kindnefs,  and  at  the 
«fume  time  warning  them  to  abftani 
from  further  depredations. 

The  Indians  in  fomc  of  the  villa- 
ges on  the  lower  p^rt  of  the  Wa- 
bafh, appeared  to  liften  to  him,  o- 
thers  manifefted  a  different  difpofi- 
tion,  others  confefTed  their  inability 
to  reftrain  their  young  warriors, 
and  all  referred  the  meflengerto  the 
Indians  at  the  Miama  village.  At 
that  village  fome  appeared  well  dd- 
pofcd,  but  the  chiefs  of  the  Shawa- 
nefe  returned  the  rrteflages  and 
belts,  informing  the  meflenger 
however,  that  they  Would  after 
confutation,  within  thirty  nights, 
fend  an  anfwer  to  Poll  Vencennes — 
The  promifed  anfwer  was  never  re- 
ceived. While  the  mefscnger  wis 
at  the  Miamia  Village,  two  negroes 
were  brought  in  from  our  fettle- 
ments, prifoners ;  and  upon  his  re- 
turn to  L'Anguille,  a  chief  inform- 
ed him  that  a  party  of  feventy  war- 
riors, from  the  more  diftant  Indians 
had  arrived,  and  were  gone  againft 
the  feiifemen'S. 

In  three  days  after  his  departure 
from  the  Miami  village,  a  prisoner 
was  there  burnt  to  death.  Simi- 
lar cruelties'  were  exercifed  at  the 
Ouittanon  towns,  about  the  fam-e 
time  ,  and  in  the  courfe  of  three 
months  immediately  after  the  laft 
mentioned  invitation  upwards  of 
one  hundred  perfons  were  killed, 
woundec1  and  taken  prifoners  upon 
the  Ohio,  and  in  the  diftrict  of  Ken- 
tucky. 

It  is  to  be  remarked,  that  previ- 
oufly  to  the  laft  invitation,  the  peo- 
ple of  Kentucky  who,-  in  confe- 
quence  of  their  injuries,  were  me- 
ditating a  blow  againft  the  hoftile 
Indians  (as  before  intimated)  were 
retrained  by  the  Prefident  of  the 
United  States,  from  eroding  the 
Ohio,  until  the  effect  of  the  friend- 
ly overture  intended  to  be  made 
fhould  be  known. 

It  if-  alfo  to  be  obferved,  that  the 
Wyandot$  and  Delawares,  after 
having  freqnently  and  fruitlcffly  en- 
deavoured to  influence  the  Miami 
and  W  abash  Indians  to  peace  , 


upon  mature  conviction  finally  de- 
declared  that  force  only  could  ef- 
fect the  object.

Ho'ife  of  Reprefentatives. 
Thurfday,  June  -]th. 
.    The   Speaker  bid    before  the 
Houfe  a  copy  of  the  addrefs  deli- 
vered by  the  Governor  yefterday 
to  both  Houfes  of  the  Legifl.«turc 
in  "the  Senate  chamber,  which  is 
in  the  following  words. 
Gentlemen  of  the  Senate  an.l  H-jufe 
of  Reprefentatives 
As  the  profperity  of  our  com- 
mon   country  will  depend  greatly 
on  the  manner  in  which  its  Go- 
i- eminent  (hall  be  put  in  mo:ior 
t  will  be  particularly  incumbent  o' 
vo.j,  to  adopt  fuch  meaiurej  as  v.  ill 
be  moft  likely  to  produce  that  deft- 
rable  end. 

Anaohgft  the  tnesns  which  oU^ht 
to  be  ufed  for  that  purpofe,  none 
will  be  found  more  efficacious, 
than  the  eftablifhing  public  and 
private  credit  on  the  moft  folid 
bafis.  The  firft  will  be  obtained 
by  a  fcrUpuloui  adherence  to  all 
public  engagements— the  laft  by  a 
foeedy  and  u.iifyrm  admiciftration 
of  juftic^. 

The  happinefs  arid  welfare  cf 
this  country  depends  fo  much  on 
^he  [petty  Settlement  of  our  land 
difptttes;  that  I  cannot  forbear 
exprefftng  my  hope,  that  you  will 
adopt  every  neccflary  meafure  to 
give  ftiil  operation  to  the  mode 
pointed  01:  t.  by  the  Confutation  for 
that  purpofe. 

It  will  be  efTetttrally  neceffiry  that 
yotl  Ihould  pal's  laws,  regulating 
the  future  elections  of  members  to 
the  State  Lcgiflature.  The  having 
thofe  elections  made  without  any 
kind  of  undue  influence  is  an  object 
highly  worthy  of  leghlanve  atten- 
tion. 

It  is  alfo  incumbent  on  you,  and 
the  intereit  of  the  (tare  requires  that 
you  Ihould  as  loon  as  poifible,  ap. 
-point  two  Senators  to  reprtfent 
this  State  in  the  Nafional  Senate  j 
and  fafs  the  neccllary  laws  to  pre- 
1'crtbe  the  time  and  manner  of  ekct- 
hg  this  States  proportion  of  mem- 
bers to  tbe  Houfe  of  Reprefenta- 
tives. 

A  Jaw  obliging  fherifTs  and  o- 
thcr  public  officers  to  give  fecurity 
for  the  due  performance  of  tne 
duties  of  their  rel'pective  offices, 
wi  l  be  eflemially  nccefsary. 

Vour  humanity  as  well  as  your 
duty,  will  induce  you  to  pak  laws 
to  compel  the  proper  treatment  of 
slaves  agreeable  to  the  di.cctions  of 
the  Conftiiution. 

Gentlemen  of  the  Houfu  of  Re- 
prefentatives. 

It  will  be  your  peculiar  duty 
td  point  out  the  manner  by  which 
the  public  fupplies  fhall  be  raffed. 
Smafi  as  our  money  refourccs  aie,  I 
flatter  my  felt  you  will  find  them 
fully  equal  to  tne  neceff.iry  expen- 
ditures of  the  government,  I  con- 
ceive that  both  the  honor  and  in- 
tereft  of  the  ftate  require,  whatever 
m.iy  be  the  amount  of  thofe  ex- 
penditures, that  the  funds  fur  their 
payment  Ihould  be  adequate  and 
ccrtarn. 

The  Conftitution  has  made  it 
your  duty,  at  the  prefent  fefflon, 
to  caufe  to  be  cholen  commiilio- 
ners  for  the  purpofe  of  fixing  the 
place  for  the  permanent  feac  ot  Go- 
vernment.
